empire. “The opposition to the Gospel is lively, 
strenuous and malignant; and shows itself against 
every attempt to enlarge the limits of the church, 
and to bring new motives and new hopes to the 
minds of pagans, Among all the remarkable sights 
which the men of this generation have beheld. 
there is nothing more wonderful, than the ease am. 
rapidity with which those furms of wickedness, 
which have been usually found discordant, have 
lately heen associated together, and on terms of the 
greatest intimacy, Thos popery and infidelity,— 
the most abject superstition and the most undis- 
guised blasphemy, stand ready to aid eaeh other, 
and to engage openly and violently, in the contest 
with true religion.
